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PRESIDENT WILSO 


Delivers His Message to Sixty-Third 


Congress 


FIRST TIME IN 112 YEARS 


That the Chief Executive Has Per- 


sonally Read Document to the 


Senate and House. 


Washington, April 9.—President 
. Wilson read his first message to Con- 
gress on Tuesday at a joint session 
of both Houses. It was the first time 
in 112 years, when John Adams was 
President, that such an episode oc- 
curred. 
A record crowd was in the 
galleries, Senators and Congressmen 
had been swamped with demands for 
tickets of admission. 


President Wilson read his message 
the Speaker's rostrum. 
The 


1 message 
was 
brief—it 
contained 


about 1,200 words—and the Presi- 
dent was finished with the reading 
of it in ten minutes. 
Following the 


reading he retired immediately and 
returned to the executive offices. 
In addressing the joint session the 
President said: 
i 


"I am very glad indeed to have 
this opportunity to address the two 
Houses directly and to verify for my- 
.self the impression that the Presi- 
dent of the United States is a per- 
son, not a mere department of the 
government hailing Congress from 
some isolated island of jealous pow- 
er, sending messages, not speaking 
naturally and with his_ own voice; 
that he is a human being trying to 
cooperate with other human beings 
in a common service. 
After this 
pleasant experience, I shall feel quite 
normal in all our dealings with one 
another." 


The President's Message 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives : 
I have called the Congress together 
in extraordinary session because a 
duty was laid upon the party now in 
power at the recent elections which it 
ought to perform promptly, in order 
that the burden carried by the people 
under existing law may be lightened 
as soon as possible and in order, also, 
that the business interests of the 
country may not be kept too long in 
suspense as to what the fiscal changes 
are to be to which they will be re- 
quired to adjust themselves. 
It is 


clear to the whole country that the 
tariff duties must be- altered. 
They 


must be changed to meet the radical 
alteration in the conditions of our 
_ 
.which the country has 
witnessed within the last generation. 
While the whole face and method of 
our industrial and commercial life 
were being changed beyond recogni- 
tion the tariff schedules have remain- 
ed what they were before the change 
began, or have moved in the "Direc- 
tion they were given when no large 
circumstance of our industrial de- 
velopment was what it is today. Our 
task is to square them with the 
actual facts. The sooner that is done 
the sooner we shall escape from suf-^ 
fering from the facts and the sooner" 
our men of business will be free to 
thrive by the law of nature (the na- 
ture of free business) instead of by 
the law of legislation and artificial 
arrangement. 


We have seen tariff 
legislation 
wander very far afield in our day— 
very far indeed from the field in_ 
which our prosperity might have had° 
a normal growth and stimulation. No 
one who looks the facts squarely in 
the face or knows anything that lies 
beneath the surface of action can fail 
to perceive the principles upon which 
recent tariff 
legislation 
has been 


based. 
We long ago passed beyond 
the modest notion of "protecting" the 
industries of the country and moved 
boldly forward to the idea that they 
were entitled to the direct patronage 
of the Government. For a long time 
—a time so long that the men now 
active in public policy hardly remem- 
TTei~the conditions that preceded it— 
we have sought in our tariff sched- 
ules to give each group of manufac- 
turers or producers what they them- 
selves thought that they needed in 
order to maintain a practically exclu- 
sive market as against the rest of the 
world. 
Consciously or unconscious- 


ly, we have built up a set of privileges 
and exemptions from competition be- 
hind which it was easy by any, even 
the crudest, forms of combination to 
organize monopoly; until at last 
nothing is normal, nothing is obliged 
to stand the tests of efficiency and 
economy, in our world of big busi- 
ness, but everything thrives by con- 
certef1 Arrangement. Only new prin- 
ciples'of action will save us from a 
final hard crystallization of monopoly 
and a complete loss of the influences

Revision downward is the purpose 


of the Democratic tariff bill to be In- 
troduced in the extra session of Con- 
gress which met Monday. 
A long 


free list is a feature of the bill. 
But 


on manufactured articles generally 
the bill is a protective measure, with 
the rates very much lower than under 
the existing tariff. 


The most notable addition to the 


free list is raw wool. This is to be 
effective at once on the passage of 
the bill. Sugar is to go on the free 
list in 1916, and in the meantime 
there is to be a cut of 25 per cent.

The Income Ta\ Provision 


• To make up the deficit of $ SO, 000,- 
000 estimated on the reduced taiiff 
schedules, a graduated income tax is 
provided by the bill. This is the first 
tax of its kind under the sixteenth 
amendment to the constitution re- 
cently made effective. 
It requires 
every resident of the United States 
who earns more than $4,000 a year 
to pay a tax of one per cent, on his 
earnings in excess of $4,000. 


The bill adds a surtax of one per 


cent, additional on earnings in excess 
of $20,000, two per cent, additional 
on earnings in excess of $50,000 and 
three per cent, additional on earn- 
ings in excess of $100,000.

Descent of Bright Anstel Trail

Here we rested for a while and ate 


a lunch of "climbing rations." 
Bits 


of bread upon the surf ace of the water 
seldom failed to bring a hungry fish up 
into the softened light.

dawned upon the bo\s that follj only 
would linger there imprisoned by 
narrow gorges, the a\enues of hasty 
rivulets that, in time of storm, might 
rise without caution and charge re- 
lentlessly upon whate\er might be be- 
tween those walls. 
The river had 


been gained only through a small 
canyon, a tributary of the major can- 
yon. 
This minor gu'lly was narrow, 


deep and afforded a path only in the 
bed of a small stream it protected. 
This winding trail through water 
was about a mile in length, and then 
diverted to the right to make a steep 
ascent.

The rain sub- 
sided and our companions left us in 
the lear. 
By five in the evening we 


had gained the top and were wholly 
converted to the necessity of recov- 


mony. 
Their being called upon so 


frequently to produce the thrilling 
Indian dance, would tend to rob it of 
the charm which exists when not in- 
cited by commercialism. 
But there 


may have been more merit in the pro- 
gram- of that evening than we ar- 
tribute. 


The following day was gloomy, 


with periodical spurts of rain from 
clouds that sunk from over weight, 
into the canyon and hid it all from 
view. 
Ascending currents would la- 


ter waft the mist to higher altitudes 
to expose numerous waterfalls plung- 
ing from various levels of miniature 
plateaus, to rugged depths hundreds 
of feet below. The previous day had 
witnessed an half dozen or more of 
these Bridal Veils and' Horse Trails 
of muddy water leaping from points 
far above us to near our level, as the 
ascent of the trail was made. 
The 


atmosphere was cold. 
A log cabin 


fire place, aglow with embers, touch- 
ed the scene with an historic snow- 
bound winter time. 
The day passed 


by in varied incident of conversation 
with those who had traveled farther 
still to feel and see this region. By 
seven thirty in the evening, our train 
was off with all the comfort modern 
railroad service could yield.

wa? a raging torrent of mud and wa- 
ter. 
It meant dismay to attempt to 


cross it and thus heavy rains upon the 
divide far to the east had frustrated 
our second alternative.

The cone of a volcano 
lay black in the foreground and seem- 
ed to remain at the same distance re- 
gardless of our effort to reach it. 


From the summit of one of those 


table shaped mesas, a charming view 
of the Painted Desert to the north 
and about us helped to make the 
lunch more palatable.

left there in the midst of space.

Kansas, ice from Albuquerque and 
similar far reaching methods for oth- 
er essentials, one' must not be too 
choicy in diet.

Oats Smut and Potato Scab 


For oats smut u&e one pint of 40% 


formalin to 45 gallons of water. For 
potato scab a pint to 30 gallons of 
water. You can get the formalin at 
any up to date drug store. 


Treatment 
for 
smut 
and 
scab 


should not be during very cold weath- 
er. Wait until it is fairly warm. 


Clean the barn floor, spread out 


the oats and sprinkle them with the 
formalin solution, using a common 
garden watering can, and raking over 
or shoveling over the oats while wa- 
tering them to make sure that they 
are all well moistened. 
Cover with 


sacks to prevent too rapid evapora- 
tion of the liquid. Take the covers 
off in two hours, dry the oats and 
resack them in clean sacks, or 
sacks which have been moistened 
with the solution and dried. 
If you 


put the oats back into the granary 
bin the bin must be carefully wiped 
out or sprinkled- with the formalin 
solution; and a cloth wet with the 
solution should be used to cleanse 
the drill feed box, which should then 
be dried with a clean cloth. 


It is best to treat oats shortly be- 


fore seeding; but the treatment may 
be earlier if necessary. 
If, when you 


come to seed, the oats are still swol- 
len from moisture, you will have to 
seed heavier to insure a full stand. 


For potato scab the formalin solu- 


tion (1 to 30) should be in a barrel, 
and the sacked potatoes put clear 
under the solution for two hours; 
then taken out and the sack with the 
potatoes hung up to dry. 


This treatment kills scab on the 


seed potatoes, but not in the ground. 
Scab hangs over in the ground for 
seven years, perhaps longer. 
In 


ground known to be infested with 
scab lime and 
fresh manure will 


make the condition worse. 


To get rid of scab in the ground 


drill in 300 pounds of flour of sul- 
phur per acre before seeding. This 
costs $1.35 per 100 pounds at Cam- 
den, 
N. J. It is very effective on con- 


trolling scab. 
Where ground is bad- 


ly infested with scab the expense for 
the sulphur will be more than repaid 
by the additional quantity of market- 
able potatoes due to lack of scab, and 
the increase of the quantity of mar- 
ketable tubers as compared with culls 
thrown out because undersized. 


In selecting fertilizer for potatoes 


it will pay to use sulphate of potash 
in place of muriate, though the for- 
mer costs more money.

SNAKE BILLS COMING OUT 


Slow Movement of the Assembly in 


the Enactment of Progressive 


Legislation. 


Harrlsburg, April 8.—Less than a 


year ago all political parties in Penn- 
sylvania declared in their state plat- 
forms for enactment by the present 
General Assembly of certain specific, 
reformative and progressive legisla-' 
tion, and the people gave these pro- 
grams their unqualified endorsement 
at the polls in November. To what 
extent have they been carried out? 
The Legislature has been in session 
three months. 
How has the public 


will been 
fulfilled 
by (.he men 
to 


whom this great service \\as entrust- 
ed? 
Only t w o of the susi-jestc"! meas- 


ures have been adopted (I'us lai by 
the assembly. 
One of these, a reso- 


lution for popular election o! United 
States Senators, does not need the 
Governor's signature. 
When it was 


up for final action, Senator McNicnol 
of Philadelphia sat mute, while Sena- 
tor Hall of Elk County walked out of 
the chamber. 
The other measure, 


providing for reorganization of the 
Auditor General's office, passed both 
branches weeks ago, but has not yet 
been signed by the Governor owing to 
factional hostility. He is disinclined 
to agree to this needful reorganiza- 
tion because the Tener-McAfee-Pen- 
rose-Oliver combine will not be able 
to dictate the appointments at the 
bestowal of the incoming official. 


The following schedule shows the 


exact status of Progressive Legisla- 
tion at present in the assembly, and 
enables the public to judge for itself 
just how pitifully slow moves the 
work of reform:

Some of the "snakes" which the 


gang usually introduces into the Leg- 
islature have again made their ap- 
pearance. 
Senator Snjder's bill to 


give the Attorney 'General control of 
all atloinejs employed by each de- 


special election in September, if Gov- 
ernor Tener and his> cohorts can sum- 
mon enough nerve to saddle an ex- 
pense of $500,000 on the people, for 
that will be about the cost of holding 
an election. 
The matter was up in 


the House last Thursday for second 
reading, and Tor amendment if de- 
sired. It seems that a public hearing 
had been requested on this subject, 
but had not been given. 
After a 


sharp fight the bill was sent back to 
committee, and a hearing will be held 
in the House on Wednesday evening. 
Prime 'Minister McAfee, Secretary 
Gaither, Controller Todd, Commis- 
sioner Bigelow and Engineer Foster 
all appeared and tried by energetic 
lobbying to prevent this.action, but 
the forces of Governor Tener were 
igrioniiniously routed.

commonwealth ultimately to an ex- 
penditure of about 5200,000,000. 


Bigelow will introduce some bills 


of his own this week along these 
lines, for the state administration 
fully realizes that the bond issue 
would be defeated on a vote at the 
present time, so they wish to mollify 
the people as much as possible.

ment, not revolution or upset or con- 
fusion.

We must build up industry as well, 
ancf-.must adopt freedom in the place 
of artificial stimulation only so far 
as it will build, not pull down. In 
dealing -with the tariff the method by 
which this may be done will be a mat- 
ter of judgment, exercised item by 
item. To some not accustomed to" the 
excitements and responsibilities of 
Si eater freedom our methods may in 
some respects and at some points 
seern heroic, but remedies may be 
heroic and yet be remedies. It is our 
business to make sure that they are 
genuine remedies.

challenge and only an occasional er- 
ror of judgment is chargeable against I 
us, «-e shall be fortunate.

V. e ai e called upon to render the 


country a great service in more mat- 
teis than one. 
Our lesponsibihty 


should be met and our methods 
should be thorough, as thorough as 
moderate and well considered, based 
upon the facts as they are, and not 
worked out as if we were beginners. 
We are to deal with the facts of our 
own day, with the facts of no other, 
and to make laws which square with 
those facts. 
It is best, indeed, it is 


necessary, to begin with the tariff. I 
will urge nothing upon you now at 
the opening of your session which 
can obscure that first object or divert 
our energies from that clearly defined 
duty. At a later time I may take the 
liberty of calling your attention to 
reforms which should press close up- 
on the heels of the tariff changes, if 
not accompany them, of which the 
chief is the reform of our banking 
and currency laws; but just now I 
refrain.

Jacob from Beersheba to Bethel in one 
day (between forty and fifty miles), so 
it was perhaps his second night out 
on which he had this remarkable ex- 
perience 
That matters not, however. 


It was the dream or vision that count- 
ed rather than the time when. 


That one who had acted as Jacob 


had should have such a revelation 
from the Lord is the wonderful pait 
of the transaction. There are, how 
ever, two very prominent facts in all 
the Scriptures which continually at- 
tract our attention. One is the ex- 
ceeding sinfulness of man, with his 
deceitful and desperately wicked heart, 
and the other is the exceeding riches 
of the grace and love of G-od. 


It does not matter as to the kind of 


ladder,, whether steps of stone or some 
other kind. But the great fact is that 
Jacob saw a way of access from earth 
to heaven, angels ascending and de- 
scending, and he heard Jehovah from 
the top of the ladder talking to him 
most graciously and in such words as

Selection of Seed Potatoes 


Heavy increases of yield can be ob- 


tained as a result of a simple process 
of selecting and saving seed at home. 


When you select your seed this 


spring set aside from twenty to fifty 
potatoes of pretty much one size and 
shape. 
It is quite important, when 


you come to ask good prices for pota- 
toes, that they be of fairly uniform 
size and appearance; and you can go 
a long way towards that result by se- 
lecting. Potatoes from six to eight 
ounces in weight make a very good 
marketable size. 


In planting cut each potato as you 


drop it, into four pieces cutting 
lengthwise. Don't worry about cut- 
ting eyes; that doesn't hurt at all. 
Drop these four pieces from the one 
potato from 14 to 16 inches apart in 
the drill; and then leave a space of 
about 20 inches and plant four pieces 
from the next potato, and so on. 


The thriftiest vines will give you 


the best yields; but you must again 
exercise care in selection. 
Remem- 


ber the shape you are after, and se- 
lect for shape; remember that you 
are,growing for market and save seed 
from those vines which make the 
largest number of marketable tubers. 
Cull out those which make a few 
good sized potatoes and a lot of un- 
dersized ones; and those which are 
low in yield. 


From the best sets of four vines, 


select potatoes for the next year's 
planting, saving 10 from each set of 
four vines' so selected. 
In following 


up the work you will find that furth- 
er selection will be necessary; and 
that some of the potatoes from a 
group of ten seed potatoes will de- 
velop undesirable traits. But, by the 
end of the second year you will be 
able to see distinct progress towards 
a definite shape, fairly uniform size 
and a much heavier average of yield 
than where selection is not practiced. 


It is quite possible by this method 


of selection to increase the yield of 
marketable potatoes nearly or quite 
50 per cent., and, at the same time, 
to grow potatoes of such a uniform 
shape and handsome appearance that 
they will bring better prices than 
the common run offered for sale. 


In keeping this seed from year to 


year potatoes from the hills or drill 
rows should be kept separately in 
sacks, properly tagged OF numbered, 
and a record kept so that no mistake 
will be made in using the seed which 
has shown the most value. 


Never select seed potatoes with a 


pointed "eye" end. That is a sign 
the potato is running out 
The eye 


end should be plump, well'rounded 
and healthy.
